The  Borstal  plan  of  British  Columbia, 
patterned  on  the  wfU-trted  system  In  the 
United  Kingdom,  depends  for  success  to  a 
large  degree  on  the  active  Interest  of  citi- 
zens' groups  in  all  major  centres  of  popu- 
lation and  not  only  in  thase  where  Borstal 
and  juvenile  detention  homes  arc  estab- 
lished. Youths  sent  to  New  Haven  receive 
understanding  training  and  preparation 
for  citizenship  while  there.  The  need  Is  for 
rontinulng  Interest  In  their  welfare  after 
they  are  returned  to  society,  and  it  Is  in 
this  direction  tliat  voluntary  organteations 


Wrltei  Mr.  Bhea:

For  weeks  now  a 40-member  Joint 
committee  of  the  Commons  and  the 
Senate  lias  been  sitting  almost  every 
da.v  U has  heard  repreaentsUons 
Croffi  scores  of  organisations,  studied 
the  operation  of  current  Federal  and 
Frovlnclal  old-age  pension  legisla- 
tion, surveyed  the  plans  of  other 
countries  and  Inquired  Into  the 
financial  cosu  of  all  sorts  of 
schemes. 

TTie  committee  Monday  gets  down 
to  secret  sessions  (o  consider  Its 
report  which  may  take  until  Mld- 
Jnne  to  complete. 

But  whatever  Is  In  the  report,  no 
one  expects  any  Immediate  change 
m the  old-age  pension  laws. 

The  committee,  within  Its  terms 
of  reference,  win  report  to  FarUa- 
menL  Thin.  If  any  recommenda- 
tions arc  to  be  mads  It  will  be  up 
to  the  Oovcmmecit  to  make  th£ui 
at  the  forthcoming  Domlnlon-Prov- 
tndal  conference  tn  the  Autumn. 

Any  overhauling  of  old-age 
•ecurlty  leglslatton  could  only  be 
done  tn  agreement  with  the  Prov- 
ince! which  at  preaent  pay  the  pen- 
sions within  tbelr  boundaries  and 
get  repaid  75  per  cent  of  the  cost 
by  the  Federal  Oovemment.

THE  ENTERTAINMENT  WORLD 


By  R.  W.  mJNGALL 
Of  the  things  we  saw  at  the  cs- 
hJMUoo  of  Coast  Indian  art«  and 
crafts  at  the  Arts  Centre  Oailery, 
the  ooUectkm  of  30  paintings  by 
Judith  Morgan.  lO-year-oId  Tslin- 
ahlan  Indian  artist,  probably  Im- 
preased  us  most. 

However, 


as  cruel  and  foolish  the  atiltode 
of  those  people  who  seemed  to  think 
that  nattvei  as  well  as  their  tradl- 
Umal  art.  should  be  preserved  m 
their  primitive  ptctumquenru. 

Whether  such  people  actually 
caist.  IS.  of  course,  another  matter 
entirely). 

Nallvea.  we  finished,  are  not 
living  objects  d’ut  for  ths  amuse- 
ment of  sophisticates  and  cranks, 
but  are  human  beings  living  In  a 
30th  century  Industrial  ctvtUxatlen, 
to  which  most  adjust  them- 
selves ss  rapl^y  as  possible  and  be 


forms,  rather  more  than  she  had 
been  “Influenced''  by  them.

In  the  order  that  we 
noticed  the  exhlbtts.  the  first  to 
attract  atlentloo  was  the  Indian 
woman  from  the  Song  he*  Reserve, 
operating  a not  eepeclany  primitive- 
looking  spinning  wheel  for-fhe  bene- 
fit of  the  epcctetors. 

But  then,  we  were  00  the  job 
and.  accompanied  by.  the  Colonist 
photographer,  had  our  rye  out  for 
a good  picture. 

80  we  got  a picture  of.  left  to 
right.  Indian  woman,  spinning 
wheel,  loeal  Indian  chief  holding 
carved  wooden  ceremonial  mask  and 
woman  official  of  local  branch  of 
•oelety  Interested  In  preservation 
of  Redman  and  bis  art« 

BOU>  CAStlNGS 
After  that,  we  strolled  about 
looking  at  the  other  exhibits,  paus- 
ing long  enough  to  admire  the 
eoUeclors*  Items,  particularly  a few 
choke  samples  of  those  bold,  polish- 
ed black  slate  earrings,  some  Inlaid 
with  Iridescent  abaione  aheli,  tkst 
the  Haldas  started  making  many 
years  ago. 

But  It  eras  the  paintings  that , 
made  the  strongest  Impression  after  1 
we  finally  got  around  to  them.  i 

Perhaps  we  caA>ertn  to  indicate  | 
rtasoBs  Sof  this  by.  tM*crtblng  the  i 
official  opening  df'fhe  exhibition.' 

The  first  speaker'  was  the  woman  , 
from  the  Indian  aoctety. 

Her  introduction  of  the  chief  as  , 
“a  man  whom  we  ail  know  for  the  j 
aeslstance  he  rendered  us  In  electing  1 
this  present  OovemmiDt.  which  has 
done  so  much  for  his  fellow,  etCv*  I 
occasioned  only  a few  conspicuously 
raised  eyebrows. 

Earlier,  the  chief,  outwardly 
poised  In  a well-tailored  double- 
breasted  grey  pin-stripe  and  quietly 
ecmtrastlng  red  wool  tit.  had  eon- 
fceeed  to  tome  apprehension  over 
■laktng  a speech  “at  this  sort  of 
thing.'*  adding  that,  at  that  momant. 
,ha  would  much  rather  have  been 
Watching  iht  ball  game  at  Royal 
AihkUe  Park. 

•UCCINCT 

When  the  time  came,  though,  hk 
temarka  wert  dear,  auednet  and  not 
undignified. 

He  concluded  by  pointing  out  that 
•ome  of  the  baakeis.  aweaten  and ' 
other  articles  on  display  had  been 
made  by  local  Indians  and  that  pur- 
chasss  were  quite  in  order  and  would 
be  appreciated. 

Of  the  paintings,  he  didn't  have 
much  to  say.  except  for  an  unex- 
pectedly lyrical  and  allghUy  awk-  • 
ward  comment  to  the  effect  that 
In  them  waa  to  be  found  “the  true  1 
expresalons  of  lha  faallnga  of  the . 
Indian  pet^l#.** 

What  exactly  thle  itatement 
meant,  we  werent  quite  sure. 

We've  heard  very  similar  expres- 
alons  often  enough  from  poUUclane 
and  others. 

On  their  tipe.  at  least,  such  re- 
marks usually  sound  awre  senti- 
mental than  penetrating;  not  un- 
like the  chatter  of  thoee  wbe  talk 
vaguely  of  jata  music  as  the  natural 
expreaalcm  of  the  tortured  eoul  of 
the  American  negro  and  that  lert 
of  thing.

Much  of  the  same  situation  ex- 
Uu  between  meat  golf  instructors 
and  pupUa.  Assuming  that  the  Is- 
vtructor  knows  bis  subject  and  Is 
giving  ths  proper  tnstrucUons,  fail- 
ures on  the  pan  of  the  pupU  gen- 
erally can  be  esMiiy  accounted  for. 

They  are  due  to  the  pupil's  false 
pride,  stubbornneaa  or  fear. 

In  the  case  of  my  pupU,  U was 
fear  that  kepi  him  from  carrying 
out  my  Instructions.  Be  did  do4  know 
what  would  happen  If  he  concen- 
trated on  bending  his  wrlku. 

He  resorted  to  old  habtU  such  as 
moving  the  club  bark  with  his  arm* 
before  using  any  wrist  actioa. 

This  gave  him  a backswing  toe 
long  tor  the  short  distance  the  ball 
had  to  travel  so  he  had  to  let  up  tn 
the  downswing,  ther^y  losing  all 
control  over  the  length  and  dts- 
tanoe  of  the  sboi. 

He  also  missed  the  point  that  a 
good  shot  requires  the  clubhead  te 
be  trovellng  at  Us  maximum  speed 
when  striking  the  ball,  zmh  stowing 
down  arul  wavering  in  tie  path. 

When  he  fouiMl  courage  enotqth  ta> 
concentrate  on  wrist  action  alone 
bis  clubhead  swung  <k>wn  on  the 
ball  Just  right. 

Like  all  persons  experieoclng  s 
deflnlte  change  of  hesut  and  mind 
he  was  greatly  Impressed  with  the 
dmpheUy  of  the  new  way  Tbm  be

Little  Pets  Con  Be  Troined 
To  Tolk  if  You  Are  Potient 

By  CAROL  CAWKWELL 

There  are  few  more  delightful,  companionable  bitle  pets  in  the 
bird  world,  than  budgerigam.  Kasly  tamed.  tmUatlve,  and  poa- 
seasing  the  ability  to  tsdk.  these  UtUe  parrot-like  creatures  wUl  provide 
hours  of  entertainment  ta  any  household,  whh  their  winning  ways  and 
acrobatic  antics.  


The  Budgerigar  1 pronounced 
BUJJE3IY-gar)  tc  actually  a grass 
parakeet,  whose  original  home  was 
In  Australia.  They  should  not  be 
confused  with  love  birds,  small. 
jfion  - tailed  parrots,  originating 
from  South  America  and  Africa. 

Budgies.  In  their  natural  state,  are 
green  tn  color,  but  since  the  first 
pair  was  bruoght  to  Erigland  in  1440. 
extensive  breeding  has  produced  a 
Wide  range  of  brilliant  colors,  in- 
rtudlng  blues,  cobalts,  greens 
mau^  and  yellowa 

SINGLE  BIRD  BEST  . 

While  budgies  arv  extremely  in- 
teresUng  to  observe  in  pairs,  if  you 
are  drairous  of  obtaining  a lame  bird 
and  teaching  It -to  talk.  It  la  better 
to  have  a single,  young  bird  • about 
six  weeks  old*,  pr^erably  a cock,  as 
the  male  buds  make  better  pupils 
In  their  young  stage,  it  is  sometime* 
ilincult  to  determine  their  sex.  iMit 
If  you  select  a bird  of  bold  appear- 
ance and  whose  wattle  (the  smooth, 
horny  patch  where  the  nostrils  are 
situated!  has  the  appearance  of 
turning  blue.  y«w  cludce  will  in  all 
proboblUty.  be  a cock.  In  adult  bud- 
glee.  the  wattle  of  the  male  bird 
turns  a rich,  purply-blue.  while  that 
of  the  hen  becomes  a chestnut 
brown. 

Now  Is  a good  (lose  to  get  your 
urw  bird,  and  It  Is  recommended 
that  you  obtain  It  from  a reliable 
source,  preferably  locally,  as  ship- 
ment ofteq  frightens  a young  Mrd 
Your  local  pet  dealer  will  Assist  you. 
end  It  ts  sdvlsable  that  you  place 
your  order  with  him  early,  as  bud- 
rw*  are  betomlng  Increasingly  pop' 
jlar  aa  pets  on  the  Island. 

TEACH  BUDGIE  TO  TALK 

The  first  Important  step  (s  to  gain 
your  pet's  confldrnce.  This  should 
be  done  by  approaching  the  cage 
gently  and  offering  the  bird  tIt-bUs 
he  Ukes.  Always  protect  him  from 
being  rianied  by  nalse,  sudden 
brigM  light  or  other  animals  Many 
a good  talking  bird  has  been  ruined 
by  sudden  fright. 

One  person  only  should  de  the 
teaching  Tt  Is  said  that  women 
make  the  best  tutora.  because  their 
voices  arc  usually  softer  and  clearer 
Commence  with  one  word  only — say, 
the  blrd't  name  Repeat  thb  slowly 
and  clearly,  with  your  mouth  close 
up  to  the  (age.  After  a while  you 
wiD  notice  the  budgie  cork  his  hMd 
OB  one  side  and  tn  time  he  will  re- 
peat this  word.  Patience  will  be 


needed,  aa  some  birds  are  slower 
than  others.  However,  do  not  give 
up  hope,  as  budgerlgari  have  been 
known  to  uik  as  long  as  nine 
months  after  tuition. 

Once  he  has  mastered  the  first 
word,  you  can  teach  him  ot^icr 
phrases,  choosing  words  with  a dif- 
ferent sound.  M that  oe  does  not  get 
confused.  In  time,  yokr  bird  will 
repeat  quite  long  icniencca  Some 
budgies  will  recite  whole  nursery 
rhymes,  like  the  famous  talking 
budgie  In  England,  who  broadcasts 
pcriodkaily  over  the  B B.C. 

GREAT  t LOWNH 
Apart  from  their  talking  propen- 
sities. budgies  sre  bom  comedians 
and  amusing  acrobats.  They  love  to 
“show  off  " in  company,  and  wtu  per- 
form all  kinds  ot  tricks  and  antics 
to  attract  attention.  Some  people 
put  ladders  and  bells  In  the  cage  for 
this  purpose,  and  Mr  Budgie,  alarays 
a great  showman,  wilt  obligingly  put 
on  a complete  "one-man  circus  act!** 
Mlrrort,  too.  are  always  a source 
of  amusement,  as  the  budgerigar  b 
a vain  little  bird,  and  will  spend  a 
lot  of  time  before  It,  admiring  him- 
self. prycnlng  and  talking  conflden- 
tlally  lo  the  reflection.  The  latest 
trick  of  the  author's  pet  budgie. 
"Johnny.”  b te  stand  on  his  head 
on  the  perch,  and  talk  to  hb  reflec- 
tion upslde-downl  Msybe  in  thb 
manner  be  feeb  more  In  touch  with 
hb  native  land  "down  under!” 
Budgies  toon  become  flngrr-tame. 
and  oaany  people  give  them  the  free- 
dom of  the  room.  Care  should  be 
taken,  however,  that  all  means  of 
exit  are  barred  and  that  your  bird 
does  not  fly  Into  the  fire 

PT.FniNG  rORMl  IJk 
Never  feed  your  budgie  atth  ca- 
nary seed.  Most  pet  stores  aeO  s 
•pedal  budgerigar  mixture,  eontsdn- 
;ng  millet.  Plenty  of  bird  gravel 
vhould  be  used,  as  grit  b an  essen- 
tial to  their  digestive  spparatua  Mb 
a UtUc  grit  with  their  seed  occaskm- 
aliy,  or  place  tome  In  a small  tin  to 
rhe  cage,  as  some  birds  wUI  not  peck 
grit  from  the  floor. 

It  U most  Imporiant,  toe.  that  a 
piece  of  cuttlefltj)  bone  should  be  In 
the  cage  at  all  umes.  as  thb  b a 
vource  of  lime,  necessary  to  the  bird. 
Preih  drinking  water  should  be 
given  daOy  (although  the  budgie 
drinks  very  ilttlet.  and  every  two  or 
week*  s few  r'stns  of  Gbuberis  sails 
vhouU  be  added  to  the  wsuw. 


Apart  from  seed,  budgerigars  ne«d 
a supply  of  green  food.  Lettussu 
seeding  grasses,  qdnach  and  dande- 
lion leaves,  wa’.ercreai  and  ground- 
•cU  are  all  good,  but  never  give  yottr 
bird  green  food  taken  fnun  a refrig- 
erator or  to  a frosted  condition,  m 
thia  b likely  to  cause  Internal  dts- 
ordera. 

Some  budgies  wlU  enjoy  rwnst 
apple,  orange,  ripe  fig.  carrot  or 
Swedish  turnip  and  other  tlt-blta 
A spray  of  miUet  or  a tonic  seed-ball 
from  your  pet  stores  may  be  given 
as  a special  treat  oocaslonally.  Dur- 
ing Winter  montha  a few  groats  or 
clipped  oats  may  be  added  te  ihs 
dleL 

GENERAL  CARE 
Budftes  art  hardy  UtUc  birds  a*d 
are  seldom  Ul.  If.  however,  your  pel 
does  get  a little  "off  color. " U will 
be  noticeable  in  hb  wattle,  which 
Turns  a aliltbh-blue.  Presh  air.  «•- 
eiTise  and  a reliable  tonic  from  your 
pet  dealer  should  soon  put  him  right 
again.  If  ths  trouble  appears  to  bs 
of  digestive  origin,  a litUe  warm 
bread  and  milk  win  prove  beneficial 
Budgies  moult  fairly  frequently 
and  have  no  set  season  If.  b^evrr. 
your  pet  appears  to  be  moulting  con- 
tinuously > sometliDei  called  "soft 
moult")  It  b either  s sign  of  debURy 
or  that  the  room  temperature  b toe 
warm  for  the  bird. 

Always  avoid  putting  hb  cagt  ia 
strong  sunlight  or  In  a draught. 

A little  care  wUl  keep  your  budgb 
in  tl{f-top  ccmdltloo.  and  you  wlU  b* 
more  than  rewarded  by  the  fun  and 
intemit  thb  clever  lUUc  pet  wlQ  af- 
ford your  family.

A man  in  hit  right  mind  hat  courtesy  enough,  and  regard  for 
hit  fellow  man.  to  that  at  lught  he  doeea't  walk  around  shining  a 
brilliant  flashlight  into  people's  eyes,  temporanly  blinding  them. 
But  often  he  will  cause  that  trouble  to  an  opposing  motorist  by 
refusal  to  dun  tut  headiighta. 

Often  the  mere  compliance  with  existing  traffic  laws  Is  in* 
sufficient,  police  say.  'Iltet  explain  that  the  courtesy  that  governs 
one  in  other  relations  of  life  must  be  otserrod. 

U every  driver  made  ap  hit  mind  to'  observe  road  courtesy, 
tbe  toll  of  death  and  injury  on  the  highways  would  be  decreased 
SO  an  extent  which  would  tucpnte  evea  the  meet  cyniceL

As  cars  have  become  higher-powered,  eo  the  accident  t<^ 
throughout  the  nation  has  kept  pace.  Accident  statistics  kept  m 
thousands  of  police  departments  tell  the  grim  story. 

Apart  from  the  number  of  dsaths  from  accidents— In  I94d  in 
the  United  States  there  were  32,000— there  is  another  sklc  of  tbe 
picture  seldom  considered. 

Motor  vehicle  accidents  were  responsible  in  1948  for  an  esti- 
mated economic  loss  of  at  least  .800.000,000. 

This  included  $1,100,000,000  property  damage  and  about 
$1,700,000,000  in  medical  expenses  inctirred  by  injured  persons, 
insurance  cents  chargeable  against  motor  vehicle  accident  claims, 
and  the  vatoe  of  service  lost  to  the  nation  either  during  the  year 
or  in  later  years  because  of  death  or  disablement.  The  cost  at- 
tributed to  loM  of  services  due  to  death  alone  waa  more  than 
$500,000,000.
